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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-8, 12-14,15,16, 18, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Matsuzaki [5519582]. 

Matsuzaki discloses first coil 32' formed of electrically conductive material having spiral 
shape with rectangular cross section in trenches 3 1' on substrate 11'; second coil in trenches 3 1 5 
on substrate 61 [figure 2]; the substrates are insulated from each others by insulating film 64 and 
metallization plane 70; an insulation layer 32' formed above semiconductor body; the coils are 
insulated from each other and cross section having ratio between height/width of the coil is 
greater than 3 [by visual inspection]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 9-11, 17, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matsuzaki in view of Omura et al. [5349873]. 
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Matsuzaki discloses the invention as claimed a!s cited above except for the semiconductor 
body includes a heavily doped semiconductor material. 

Omura discloses silicon semiconductor having an SOI structure with high impurity 
concentration of about 5*10 18 atoms/cm 3 or about 2*10 20 atoms/cm 3 . See column 4, lines 18-24. 
At the time of the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to 
use SOI material for semiconductor material as taught by Omura to Matsuzaki. The motivation 
would have been to detecting the force by utilizing the piezoresistive effect. Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to combine Omura with Matsuzaki. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 20-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 20 recites, inter alia, a transmitting device connected to one coil selected from a 
roup consisting of first coil and second coil; a receiver device connected to another coil selected 
from a group consisting of first coil and second coil 

Claim 22 recites, inter alia, a transmitter device and a receiver device integrated in the 
first semiconductor body. 

Claim 23 recites, inter alia, a transmitter device and a receiver device integrated in 
different ones of plurality semiconductor bodies. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
